The Bible was invoked to prove 
that slavery had Divine sanction, 
if it did not spring from a Divine 
command, The Bible has been in- 
voked to prove that polygamy is 
without Divine prohibition, But 
slavery and polygamy have gone. 
The argument that the Bible dloes 
not condemn alcoholic liquors—if 
it were true—would have no more 
to do with the case than the argu 
nent that slavery or polygamy) 
were permitted by the scriptures 
had to do with their continuance. 
People have a right to prohibit 
whatever they believe should be 
prohibited, whether the Bible ex- 
pressly forbids that thing or not. 

One of the criticisms urged 
against the wording of some claus- 
es in the Liquor Act is that it 
would debar the oceupant of an 
apartment from the privilege a 
householder is given of keeping on 
hand a= stipulated quantity 
liquor for the use of himself and 
family. If that is the effect of 
the clause as worded it will, of 
course, be the business of the leg- 
islature to so amend the wording 
as to remove a disability which 
there could be no purpose in im- 
posing and which is not contem- 
plated by supporters of the act. 
But that the elause as it stands 
would be so construed by the 
courts is not probable. The evi 
dent intention is to permit the 
actual occupant of an apartment 
the same privilege as is granted to 
any occupant of a dwelling house, 
but to prevent the owner of an 
apartment house also keeping a 
supply of liquor on hand on the 
premises. And it is fairly argu- 
able that this intention is made 
clear enough in the clause as it 
now stands to prevent the courts 
placing the contrary—and alto 
gether — purposeless—construction 
upon it, 


It is unlikely that the Liquor 
Act as framed is poreet in word 
ing to the extent that it could not 
be amended to the better accom 
plishment of its purpose or to the 
avoidanee of unintended abuse. If 
it isin that state of literal perfee 
tion it is the first piece of legisla 
tion that ever attained that ce 
gree of initial excellence. When 
subjected to the test of experi 
ence most laws have to be amend 
ed, either to better accomplish 
what, they are intended to accom- 
plish or to avoid being made do 
What they were not intended to 
do, The Liquor’ Act is probably 
no exception to that rule. What 
the voters are asked to decide on 
Tuesday next is whether they ap 
prove the prohibition of the liquor 
trafic, If they express approval 
it will then be the business of the 
legislature to so amend the Liquor 
Act us to give full effect to the 
demand for prohibition of the 
traffic, and so as to prevent any 


injustice not essential to that pur- | 


pose nor contemplated by — the 
framers of the act or the public. 
That the act as originally framed 
was not in every respect perfect 
could have been urged as an argu- 
ment against the passing of any 
law ever placed upon the statute 
books of the Dominion or any of 
its provinces. ‘To refuse to pass 
any law except it could first be 
shown’ that the law would never 
under any circumstances or in 
any particular need amendment 
would have left the statute books 
of the country blank. To ask that 
this law be rejected because it 
may not have, been conceived with 
superhuman foresight as to de- 
tails is to ask what has never 
been demanded in behalf of any 
proposed measure before. That 
the argument has to be used that 
the act-is not beyond amendment 


in matters of detail only serves to |
